ity, which artificially divides men 
in society. 


“In the cultural and moral fields: 
Individual liberty, freed from all 
bonds and all norms, from all ob- 
jective and social values is, in 
reality, nothing else but a moral 
anarchy, above all in the education 
of the young. 


“As long as the universal. politi- 
eal organization is not consolidat- 
ed on these indispensible bases, the 
risk is run of inoculating it with 
the moral germs of mechanical uni- 
tarianism. We would invite to re- 
flect on this point, especially under 
the federalistic aspect, particular- 
ly those who, for example, are con- 
sidering a world parliament. Other- 
wise, they would play the game of 
the disintegrating forces from 
which the political and social order 
has already suffered too much, 
They would merely succeed in add- 
ing one more legal automatism to 
so many others which threaten to 
suffocate nations and reduce man 
to no more than an inert instru- 
ment. 


“While, therefore, in the spirit 
of federalism the future world or- 
ganization cannot through any pre- 
text allow itself to become involv- 
ed in the play of mechanical uni- 
tarianism, it will have an effective 
authority only insofar as it will 
safeguard and favor everywhere 
the life that is proper to a healthy 
human community, to a society In 
which all members join together 
for the good of the entire human- 
ity. 

“What a measure of moral stead- 
fastness, intelligent foresight, of 
a capacity for adjustment such a 
world authority must have, which 
is more than ever necessary in cri- 


tical moments when, in the face of 
malevolence, men of good will must |.

Leo was tactful and courage- 
ous, and he handled Bismarck 
with a diplomacy that amounted to 
genius. Finally Bismarck himself 
admitted to the German Parlia- 
ment: “It is the part of a brave 
man to fight when the conditions 
demand it, but no real statesman 
desires to make combat a perman- 
ent institution.” 

He conceded defeat, And some- 
what later he astounded the world 
by asking Pope Leo to arbitrate 
a dispute between Germany and 
Spain. It was a recognition of 
papal impartiality that the world 
might heed today. Leo’s decision 
was accepted gratefully by both 
the disputants. 

I reflected on all that as Hitler 
launched the battleship Bismarck 
and implicitly revealed his resolu- 
tion to finish the work of the earl- 
ier Chancellor. 

The invulnerable terror-inspiring 
ship “Bismarck” sank ingloriousl 
under the air torpedoes of England, 
Hitler wound up even more inglor- 
iously a suicide in the bunkers of 
Berlin.

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Biography Of Bishop Noll 


National Catholic Bureau Of Information Sta

HROUGH his work in the N.C. 

W.C. Bishop Noll had come to 
realize more and more the national 
demand for a specific center in the 
country where Catholic doctrines 
could be explained to all who had 
any questions on religious matters. 
The experience of the Smith Cam- 
paign would have been enough to 
prove such a need, but even after 
that there was a great body of 
queries received at N.C.W.C. con- 
cerning matters specifically Catho- 
lic. They made every effort pos- 
sible to comply with the demand 
for information, but they were not 
set up to develop all the possibili- 
ties. 


In the pages of Our Sunday Visi- 
tor and The Priest throughout the 
end of the 1940’s, Bishop Noll kept 
hammering at the idea of a Nation- 
al Catholic Information Bureau, to 
be located preferably at N.C.W.C., 
headquarters in Washington. He 
needled the clergy with little items 
in the “Currente Calamo” column, 
soliciting opinion and striving to 
create interest. Then with a full- 
dress editorial in the issue of Oc- 
tober, 1948, he discussed the mat- 
ter in detail, telling of how effect- 
ively some of the anti-Catholic 
forces were marshalled, warning 
that “the children of light should 
not be less wise than the children 
of darkess.” 

The editorial caught the eye of 
John Hinkel, formerly with The 
New York Times for nine years, 
then with Notre Dame University 
as its publicity director. He took 
the article, and using it as his 
guide, wrote a five-page report on 
how such a Bureau could be organ- 
ized. It was a fine discussion of the 
need for such information, to com- 
bat the most dangerous enemy of 
the Church—ignorance. | 

Many of these matters had been 
raised and discussed before this, 
of course, but Mr. Hinkel was the 
first to assemble and correlate the 
possibilities in a workable form. He 
reduced speculation to the concrete 
with a practical plan. 


“In a nation in which Catholics 
make up one-fifth of the popula- 
tion, the proportion of Catholic 
news in daily newspapers averages 
less. than one-tenth. 


“An increase in secular newspap- 
er and magazine articles unfriendly 
to the Catholic Church has been 
noted recently. Much of this is due 
to the fact that such media usually 
have no center or source of infor- 
mation from which to obtain au- 
thentic Catholic teaching or the 
Catholic side of controversial sub- 
jects... 

“The Catholic Church today is 
the only major religious body in 
this country without an official in- 
formation agency. Leading Prot- 
estant denominations have well- 
organized, well-staffed, and well- 
financed bureaus or departments to 
service secular communications 


tmedia. Jewish information, and the 


handling of misrepresentatiéns of 
Jewish matters, are taken care of 
by Jewish Community Councils and 
by such organizations as B'nai 
B’rith. The most conspicuous ex- 
ample of success in this field is the 
Christian Science Church. In each 
of the forty-eight states and the 
District of Columbia there is a 
Christian Science Committee on 
Publication, composed of profes- 
sional information personnel. Their 
principal functions are to dissemin- 
ate information to secular com- 
munications media about Christian 
Science matters and to act on un- 
favorable references to their re- 
ligion in those media... 

“The answer to this challenge of 
today,” he concluded, “would be a 
Department of Public Information 
at the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference in Washington, D. C., 
tied into a chain of diocesan infor- 
mation centers in every dio- 
oe es 

The functions of the center 
would be: 

1. Close liaison with wire ser- 
vices, correspondents of major 
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newspapers, radio networks, and 
other national secular communica- 
tions media; servicing them with 
news releases on major Church 
matters; answering queries and 
correcting misinformation about 
the Church; providing research fa- 
cilities to supply requested infor- 
mation; suggesting features, broad- 
casts, articles concerning Catholic 
matters; checking stories dealing 
with the Church. 


2. Establishing close liaison with 
dioceses on information matters; 
providing dioceses with up-to-date 
lists of any anti-Catholic organiz- 
tions, publications, and personali- 
ties; advising and assisting dio- 
ceses in organizing and operating 
information offices; and advising in 
the organization of public-relations 
or information-advisory commit- 
tees in each diocese, composed of 
prominent laymen. 

38. Maintaining current research 
files on Catholic matters for the 
use of secular and Catholic com- 
munications media. 

4. Forming panels of easily ac- 
cessible experts on important Cath- 
olic subjects, to provide accurate 
and timely information wherever 
needed. 

5. Providing advisory service on 
public information for the use of 
Bishops, N.C.W.C. officials, etc. 

6. Publicizing newsworthy activ- 
ities of the N.C.W.C, 

7. Editing a monthly magazine 
devoted to the work. 

8. Recommending means of im- 
proving the moral tone of secular 
communications media, notably in 
news stories dealing with crime, di- 
vorce, ete, 

9. Assisting Catholics to gain 
employment in secular communica- 
tions media.

“This service should be a twenty- 
four-hour-a-day affair. The great 
difficulty I encounter as a news edi- 
tor with the Catholic Church is 
that its information is not avail- 
able when I must have the infor- 
mation. Most Catholic authorities 
work banker’s hours, whereas most 
of the news is dealt with after 
seven o'clock at night, and major 
news stories may be handled late 
at night. Not only is this true of 
morning papers, but it is also true 
of afternoon papers. First editions 
of the latter are usually gotten up 
from 1:00 a. m. on, For a Catholic 
information service to be truly ef- 
fective it should be available 
through a telephone call all hours 
of the day; and even in the early 
hours of the morning the man in 
charge of the service should be able 
to get in touch with some spokes- 
man of the Church in order to set 
the newspapers right on the sub- 
ject in the news. 

“The service should not wait for 
somebody to come to it for infor- 
mation. It should have ticker ser- 
vice from Associated Press, United 
Press, International News Service, 
and follow the flow of news every 
hour by day and night. Then, when 
a story affecting Catholics is 
breaking, get their position on the 
particular subject and communicate 
it to the newspapers. Thus, the 
correct Catholic position would be 
published at the proper time, and 
Catholics would on less bother 
trying to catch up with the neces- 
sa ee:

project was a moot emg most 
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conservative estimate for the cost 
of such a project came from Mr.

When he had 
finished he received the warm ap- 
proval of his fellow Bishops, and a 
committee headed by the late Arch- 
bishop McNicholas of Cincinnati 
was appointed to study the matter.

All of which is prelude to a 
simple piece of advice: 

Always praise the cook! 

There is no one in the world we 
depend upon more. Remember the 
old rhyme about the fact that we 
can live without love,. without 
motors, or books; but “show me the 
man who can live without cooks?” 
There is no orfe in the world who 
works harder than a cook. Your 
Mother does—or did—out in the 
family kitchen. But so does the 
chef in the better restaurant up- 
on whose shoulders rests the com- 
fort, health, and digestion of the 
thousands. 


Yet cooks are remote; sealed 
away with the smells of the kitchen 
in another section of all buildings. 
They are remotely anonymous too. 
Few people know the names of any 
but a few celebrated cooks... 
chefs whose invention made them 
famous. But from the dining room 
floats back to the cook the sound 
of voices. And the occasional word 
of praise for a dish, the occasional 
enthusiasm of an appreciative eater 
sails back to stimulate the cook to 
new achievements and to greater 
ingenuity. 

You tip the waiter in the restau- 
rant. Often I have asked the waiter 
to thank the chef for an especially 
good dish and to tell him that I 
thought his dinner was excellent. 
Sometimes the chef has come to 
the kitchen door and bowed to me 
with a grateful smile. 

Mother is excited to new efforts 
when you mention that the dinner 
is good. Sister loves to be told that 
her cake was delicious. The com- 
munity cook is seldom thanked by 
the community, and the cook in the 
rectory seldom hears from her 
priest “boarders” an appreciative 
“thank you.” But if they did... . 

For the sake of your own palate, 
thank the cook. For the sake of 
inspiring him or her to new inven- 
tion and creation, say that the dish- 
es were fine. But for your own 
sake, cultivate a wide liking for 
a great variety of foods. People 
who don’t like this and who wont 
eat that are betraying a lack of 


And cooks don’t like them, 
not one bit.

let him ride him his way he could 
do almost anything. 

Now I tell you this story be- 
cause once upon a time our souls, 
yours and mine, were like that colt. 
They were wild, They had no mast- 
er. Then, when we were baptized, 
God became our Master. It was al- 
most as though He put a saddle on 
our soul and began to teach us 
what to do by riding with us, al- 
ways. 

Of course, there are times when 
we are like the colt and do not 
realize why God wants us to do 
things His way. Maybe we even 
try to do them our way. But if we 
do we find out, some day, that our 
way is useless. And if we do some- 
thing very wrong we will discover 
that we have thrown God off our 
soul. Then we are lost; we can nev- 


er find our way to heaven unless 
God “rides” us there — and we| 
have thrown him off. | 
That is why we must try always | 
to keep God close to our souls. 
Sometimes it will be hard. Some- 
times, as we grow up, our minds 
start thinking that our way is 
best. And if we let them do that 
they will make our bodies do things 
in a way that God does not want 
us to do them. Then we will lose 
our Master. But if we are careful, 
always, to do things His way, we 
will be safe. If we are modest, al- 
ways, in the things we read, or the 
things we look at, or the things 
we think, we will be like the colt 
who does not stoop down to nibble 
the fresh-looking grass, even 
though he does not know why his 
master does not want him to do it. 
After all, he is only a colt. Maybe 
he does not know that the grass is 
not good to eat. But because he 
obeys he is safe. 


Try to remember this story about 
the colt, then, when your parents, 
or the sisters, or the priests talk 
te you about purity and modesty. 
It is all a part of God’s Sixth rule. 
And, whether you understand or 
not, you will always be safe, you 
will always be holy, as long as you

Letter From Alma 


ON of the best ways to learn 
things is to connect them up 
with something you already know. 
That helps you to remember. But 
it does more than that. You often 
have a much better understanding 
of the full meaning of one thing, 
because whenever you think of it 
you also think of the other things 
connected with it. In fact, that is 
all a really good education con- 
sists of: a knowledge of many 
things well enough connected to 
each other that you can put each 
thing in its right place and give 
it its proper value. 

This works especially well with 
dates. A date all by itself isn’t 
much good. It’s a*bit like a piece of 
a jig-saw puzzle. It might be nice 
enough to look at, but you don’t 
get the full benefit of it till you see 
it in the whole picture. 

We all know SOME dates. One 
of the dates we all know is 1492. 
The hittle rhyme about Columbus 
printed further down in the column 
shows some of the things we con- 
nect with the date 1492. It also 
shows, in its second part, how we 
can get from these things a better 
understanding of the importance 
the first thing we think of when we 
mention 1492. 

When you are looking for some- 
thing to connect with a date, you 
ean find it under three headings: 
People, Places and Things. The 
little rhyme shown belaw, for ex- 
ample, reminds us of three people, 
three places and three things we 
can connect with the first thing 
we know about 1492. That thing, of 
course. is that Columbus sailed 
across the ocean and discovered 
America, 

The three People we connect with 
it are: St. Ignatius of Loyola, Mar- 
tin Luther and St. Thomas More. 
The three Places are Spain, Ger- 
many and England. The three 
Things are the Reformation, the 
Counter-Reformation and the free 
nation of America. The new under- 
standing we get from the three 
sets of three is the importance to 
the whole world of the fact that a 
nation which was to become free 
and independent should have been 
discovered at that particular date. 

We must remember, however, 
that our understanding of the im- 

rtance of the date depends on 
ow much we know about the Peo- 
ple, Places and Things we connect 
with it. 

This letter isn’t really long 
enough to tell you very much about 
them. You should do some reading 
on each yourself. We will print this 
very nice rhyme, someone sent us 
and then chat about what it means. 


Columbus |

When he grew up, he became a 
soldier, brave and famous. He was 
proud and wanted to win greater 
honors; he was strong-willed and 
would never give into the enemy. 
But he didn’t give much thought to 
God until he was hit by a cannon- 
ball and forced to spend a long 
time in bed. (Do you remember 
the story about him in this column 
early last fall?) 


The only reading he could get 
his hands on was the Lives of the 
Saints and another spiritual book. 
His soldier soul took fire and 
burned with zeal to fight in the 
greatest cause of all, the cause of 
Christ. 


When Ignatius decided to do a 
thing, he did it with all his heart. 
He had decided to enlist in-the ser- 
vice of Christ and there would be 
no half-measures. HE STARTED 
WORKING ON HIS PRIDE TO 
MAKE IT INTO HUMILITY BE- 
FORE GOD. He turned his strong 
will against the enemies of Christ. 
To find out exactly how he should 
serve God, he prayed and studied. 
{He even went back to First High 
at the age of thirty three and sat 
in the benches with boys of twelve 
studying Latin.) 

Our Lady guided him, and he had 
soon gathered a group of soldiers 
of Christ to fight against the worst 
dangers to the Church they could 
see around them. This group be- 
came the Jesuit Order, or—to give 
them their full name—the Society 
of Jesus. 

The principal enemy this new 
group formed themselves to fight 
against was a movement founded 
by another man. This man had been 
a boy of nine when Columbus set 
out on his great voyage of discov- 
ery. That boy’s name was Martin 


Luther. ° 
Thomes More And 
Several Other People 


Fanti LUTHER'S story is 
just the opposite to Loyola’s. 
He started as’a pius little boy and 
became a monk. Later on, he be- 


came restless and wanted liberty | 


to be allowed to do things that 
monks shouldn't de. So he started 
thinking up things against the 
Church and priests and monaster- 
ies. 

Finally he ran away from the 
monastery and published a list of 
all the things he had thought up. 
He told people not to do what the 
Church told them, but to read the 
Bible and do whatever they them- 
selves thought it told them to do. 
He said that the Church’s teaching 
about sin and penance was wrong. 
That they could do anything they 
wanted to do, that they would be 
saved as long as they believed in 
God. It was all very mixed up and 
harmful. 

In those days — didn’t have 
a free radio and a free press. It 
was impossible for them to get the 
full truth and they had to believe 
what the authority nearest them 
told them. (It is the same in Com- 
munist countries today). Even good 
people were confused and bad peo- 
ple used the confusion for their 
own.purposes. 
> “You can easily see what hap- 
pened from that kind of teaching. 
Once people had left the Church 
Christ had given to them for guid- 
ance, there was nothing to stop 
anybody from starting another 
church which only believed the 
things he wanted to believe. That’s 
why you have hundreds of different 
Protestant churches today, while 
there is still only one Catholic 
Church. 

In England all of this confusion 
took on a special form of its own. 
It was shown up for what it was by 
a man who was sixteen years of 
age and studying law in London 
when Columbus sailed. He was 
Thomas More who had been lively, 


witty and brilliant ever since his

We feel confident that every 
one of you agrees with this cor- 
respondent, but are you doing 
anything about it? We should 
not only stand for the things 
in which we believe, but should 
promote them and do all in our 
power to prevent the things 
which are opposed to our con- 
scientious convictions. 

No program will be continued 
over the air or televised if a 
large number of those who hear 
or see the program object to it. 
The head of one of the large 
radio networks told us that if 
500 people objected to any pro- 
gram it would be taken off the 
air. 

Every sponsor wants his pro- 
gram to have the largest pos- 
sible number. of listeners or 
viewers. He pays money to have 
the program broadcast; he 
hopes to make friends rather 
than enemies. If, therefore, a 
large percentage of his patrons 
write him in protest against the 
character of even a part of the 
program, he will certainly have 
it corrected. 

Adults are not allowed to read 


anything filthy any more than 
children are. They probably sin 
& great deal more before Géd 
when they do. But the curiosity 
of children often impels them to 
purchase or get hold of a book 
recommended for adult reading 
only. 

What this country needs most 
is more clean entertainment, 
more clean reading and, there- 
fore, secular magazines which 
enter the homes. should be 
cleaner than they are. They 
could be made clean, as we have 
said, if a large percentage of

Someone may object that I am 
asking too much. I maintain that 
what I have outlined may easily 
be put in practice. If we cannot 
attain 100%, let us strive after 9 
or 80 or even 50% of success. As 
Archbishop Ireland put the matter,

Christ’s redemption made our 
salvation possible, but not actual. 
We, nineteen centuries after 
Christ, could not have been saved 
before we existed, but through the 
merits of Christ applied through 
Baptism by which we are “trans- 
ferred from darkness to the king- 
dom of Christ” (His Church), we 
are made righteous. 

Until that happens, even after 
Christ’s redemption, people would 
be just as they were before. They 
must die with Christ, rise with 
Christ and live united to Him by 
the appropriation of His merits in- 
dividually through His Church. 
Christ made salvation possible to 
all but did not give it. 

Didn’t Christ declare that He 
would send the Holy Spirit to com- 
plete His work by sanctifying the 
individual ? 

St. Paul tells us that “to all who 
receive Him He gave power to be- 
come the.sons of * (Rom. 8:14). 
Faith gives that power. Baptism 
confers possession. 

Cardinal Newman, England’s 
greatest scholar of the century, 
and probably the most profound 
student of the Bible since the day 
of St. Thomas of og Was con- 
verted to the Catholic faith by a 
study of the early Christian 
writers, who had inherited the gen- 
uine Apostolic teaching on “just- 
ification,” and its true meaning. 
He expounds that doctrine in his 
“Parochial and Plain Sermons,” 
Volume VI, p. 153-173. 

He calls faith “the title to just- 
ification.” He concedes to Luther- 
ans that, taken by themselves, 
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such as those used by them, which 
would imply that we are saved by 
faith alone, but notes that when 
these texts are collated with oth- 
ers, it becomes clear that faith by 
itself is not all-sufficient. 

Doesn’t Christ say: “He who be- 
lieves and is baptized shall be 
saved” (Mark 16:16)? But doesn’t 
He also say: “If he neglects to 
hear the Church let him be to thee 
as a heathen man and a publican” 
(Matt, 18:17)? 

The same Christ Who spoke of 
the necessity of faith, also said 
“Unless a man be born of water 
and the Holy Spirit he cannot en- 
ter into the Kingdom of God” 
(John 3:55); and “if thou wilt en- 
ter into life, keep the Command- 
ments” (Matt. 19:17). 

The same St. Paul, who wrote 
“we are justified by faith without 
the works of the law” (Gal. 2:16) 
also wrote that Christ saves us by 
the waters of regeneration (Titus. 


Peter, who teaches that “ev- 
eryone is acceptable to God who 
ears Him works righteous- 
ness” (Acts. 10:35), also declares 
that baptism saves us (I Pet. 3:21). 


Lutheran’s Own. Idea 


were the sufficient title for the 
gift, but Baptism was the instru- 
ment of receiving it. St. Paul, hav- 
ing faith, was sure, in God’s grace 
and mercy, eventually to receive 
Baptism, but not at once.” 


Cornelius received the faith, but 
he had to send for an Apostle be- 
fore he became “justified.” The 
Ethiopian Eunuch had faith in 
Christ, which came to him “by 
hearing the word of God.” He read 
what the Prophet Isaiah said con- 
cerning Christ’s atonement and he 
— hilip preach on the sacred 


“He had faith in Christ,” writes 
the Cardinal, “he had a title to 
stification, but he was baptized 
in order to receive it.” “See, here 
is water,” said the Enunch, “what 
is to prevent my being baptized” 
(Acts 8:37). Faith was his title, 
the sole “title” to Baptism. 


“The Eunuch rejoiced, believing 
in God with all his house,” writes 
St. Luke. He had believed before 
baptism, he rejoiced after Baptism. 

aith and Baptism are not un- 
related to the Church. One must 
not only believe that Christ was 
divine, that His atonement was 
necessary, but must also believe all 
that Christ teaches through His 
Church: “One Lord, one faith, one 
Baptism” go together, and all three 
are necessary for “justification.” 

“None are justified,” writes 
Cardinal Newman, “but those who 
are grafted into the justified body; 
and faith is not an instrument of 
grafting, but a title to be grafted. 
t is baptism whereby, as an in- 
strument, they that receive it 
rightly, that is, by faith, are graft- 
ed into the Church.” 

Cardinal Newman further ob- 
serves: “Faith is our right and 
title to be justified, the sole right 
and title necessary; but has a per- 
son forthwith that, to which he 
has a right? Is nothing more nec- 
essary for the possession and en- 
joyment of things than a just title 
to them? Is it.so in human mat- 
ters? The infant children of Christ- 
ians have a right to be made 
Christians; but are they made 
Christians; merely by the right to 
be so made? If so, why do we bap- 
tize them? To have a title is not 
the same thing as to be in pos- 
session.” 

Developing the simile between 
faith as a title to justification and 
the title which the children of 
Christian parents have to be bap- 
tized, Cardinal Newman makes the 
following observation: “Faith, in 
the general scheme of the gospel, 
is what their very birth and origin 
is in the particular case of the 
children of Christians. It consti- 
tutes a claim in our case that we 
should be made Christians; it is 
an evidence, an inward spiritual 
token from God that He means us 
to be made Christians; it is a pro- 
mise from Him, Who is the Author 
and Fnisher of our faith, that He 
means us, that He wills us, to be 
Christians. Him whom God gifts 
with faith will He also, in due time, 
gift with evangelical, justifying 
grace; but the first gift does not 
give the second gift, it does not 
involve it; it does but prepare for 
it; it does but constitute a title 
to it... Surely, then, to have a 
title is not the same thing as to be 
in possession; and all the texts 
which can be brought to prove that 
faith is our title to be justified, 
fail to prove of themselves that it 
involves in it our justification, un- 
less, indeed, children are Christ- 
ians without Baptism because their 
parents were Christians, and saints 
are in Heaven before death be- 
cause they are fit for Heaven.” 

There are many Scripture texts 
which seem to be mutually contra- 
dictory, for instance, we read: 
“Whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved” 
(Rom. 10:13); yet the same Lord 
says “Not everyone who says to 
Me, ‘Lord, Lord,’ shall enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven” (Matt. 
7:21). 


It is the same with prayer. It is. 
| mentioned, in many passages of the 


Bible, as necessary for salvation. 
But even though it is the expres- 
sion of faith, we do not take our 
Divine Saviour’s words too literally 


Lord| when He said: “Ask and it shall be 


ou; seek and you shall 
find; knock and it shall be opened 
unto you” (Matt. 7:7). Those words 
by themselves would seem to prove 
that salvation is granted solely to 
prayer. Yet the same Savior asks 
us ra strive to enter in the narrow 
gate for many will seek to enter 
in, and shall not be able. 

Just as a single act of prayer 
will not save us, so a single act of 
faith will not. We are bidden in 
Holy Scripture “to pray always 
and not. to faint” (Luke 18:1). 

To begin to have faith is like 
to pray. We must “live

England 
and France struggling on the 
northern battlefields for their life, 
were as helpless to aid Italy as to 
aid Poland. 

Ii Duce had no alternative; he 
submitted to the inevitable. He is 
more to be pitied than blamed, 
Now we know the end. The man 
who had shown such contempt of 
the Vatican and repudiated its ad- 
vice wound up like a _ butchered 
steer hanging head downwards in 
the market place. And again a pope 
prayed for his soul. 
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Himself, in the Gospel of Wed-

Need Of Action 


The saints whose feasts are ob- 
served in this week’s liturgy were 
without exception fearless in Cath- 
olic Action. Four of the early 
Popes, Saints Soter and Caius

St. George (feast Monday) did 
not hesitate to upbraid the Emper- 
or for his cruelty, though he knew 
is would cost him his life. 

St. Fidelis (feast Tuesday) the 
renowned Franciscan preacher and 
“advocate of the poor,” was so suc- 
cessful in converting great num- 
bers to the faith that the heretics 
of his day had him assassinated. 

St. Mark (feast Wednesday) and 
St. Peter Canisius (feast Friday) 
engaged also in what might be 
termed “Catholic Action of the 
Pen.” The former was not only the 
first to preach the Gospel in Egpyt, 
but also, under Divine inspiration, 
wrote the life of Jesus, one of the 
four Gospels. The latter, by his 
preaching, controversy and books, 
halted the progress of Protestant- 
ism. He also wrote the first con- 
densed form of Catholic Doctrine,

AVE you ever tried to climb a 

glass wall ten feet high? I 
have, many times, and I never got 
very far.

If only she hadn’t got- 
ten sick... .” 

How much better it would be if, 
instead of continually sliding down 
that glass wall, the mother would 
Say a prayer for divine help; a 
prayer which God, in His goodness 
and mercy, would answer; a prayer 
which would help save her child. 

Whatever the unfortunate inci- 
dent might be, a prayer for guid- 
ance or atonement would be so 
much more to our spiritual benefit 
than thoughts of bitterness and re- 
morse. 

When a friend of mine failed to 
get a promotion for which she had 
tried, I knew that for weeks after- 
ward she was inwardly grieving. 
Why hadn't she studied and worked 
harder to pass the exacting test? 
she asked herself over and over. 
Telling her to forget about the 
whole thing did little good.

Five 
other witnesses appeared on behalf 
of 36 Protestant Church-Owned 
Publishing Houses to ask that 
there be no increase in the exist- 
ing postal rates applicable to re- 
ligious publicationss These five 
spokesmen said “it would appear 
to be the better part of Christian 
statesmanship to offer every en- 
couragement to the forces of relig- 
ion at this time.” 

Mr. Fink, speaking for the Cath- 
olic Press Association, told the 
Senate Committee that the Post 
Office Department might expect its 
revenue from religious publications 
using second class postage to be 
doubled if the present rates are 
doubled, but that such “would not 
be the case.” He said that in many 
cases publications would be com- 
pelled to suspend, and many others 
would have to reduce their size and 
weight, thus reducing the postage 
payment. “Such action will reduce 
their effectiveness without increas- 
ing revenue to the Post Office De- 
partment,” he pointed out. 

The majority of the 8,000 Amer- 
ican Catholic missionaries at work 
all over the world are supported 
financially by the Catholic Press, 
Mr. Fink said.
